SAN FRANCISCO, 
April 27.—Cap­ 
tain Roald Amundsen, the man 
who 
first succeeded in bringing 
s 
ship 
through the Northwest Passage, his 
vessel being the Gjoa, which is now 
a- relic in Golden Gate Park, is pre­ 
paring for the most perilous 
Arctic 
expedition ever undertaken. 


He is going to .« ail from San Fran- 
cisco for the North Pole, deliberately 
planning to be held a prisoner in the 
polar ice for seven years. 
He will have a crew of thirteen in 
the “F ram ,” Nansen’s sturdy Arctic 
craft. 
The Fram will be brought here 
via Cape Horn next winter and will be 
fitted out at a cost of $100,000. 
He 
will drift with ice floes and currents, 
believing he will 
ass the North Pole 
and get out on Greenland’s coast. The 
trip is for scientific investigation.
